JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Advices are to the 22nd May, via San Francisco ; the outward 
mail of the 24th March, with telegrams to May 1, was received 
on May 12. 

The following items are from the Japan Herald :— 

The prospects of the silk-worm season of 1871 are said to be so 
highly favourable as to indicate a better export than has been 
known since the openimg of Japan to foreign commerce. The 
weather has been as favourable to the tea growers as to the silk- 
worm breeders, and if the latter but adopt the simple suggestions 
regarding reeling and making up for sale recently offered by the 
Chamber of Commerce, Japan silk will have a fair chance of again 
returning into favour in European markets. 

By this mail Sir Harry Parkes, K.C.B., the English envoy in 
Japan, returns home for a short time, and will probly receive 
instructions respecting the points to be discussed at the revision 
of the treaties next year. It is not improbable that differences 
of opinion will arise amongst the Ministers here, in which case it 
is earnestly to be hoped—though perhaps it cannot rationally be 
expected—that the present English Government will instruct their 
Consul-General for Japan to pursue a policy directly calculated to 
benefit both natives and foreigners in place of that hitherto 
adopted, and which has led to such unsatisfactory results. 

Rumours of disturbances still continue. Troubles and minor 
revolt appear rife, arms are being still bought up by country 
princes, and troops passed into the capital. ; 

Trouble has been caused at Yedo about Arima, a Daimio' of 
about 200,000 kokus revenue, whose principality is in Kiusiu. It 
seems he has harboured all the Samurai lately belonging to Tosa, 
Chosiu and Hizen, who were driven forth because their revenue 
was reduced to one-tenth of their former allotment. 

It is reported that three or four of the smaller Daimios whose 
territory is in the southern island have been confined to their 
houses by the Government on account of the assistance rendered 
by them to the Ronins during the late disturbances in the South. 
Care has been taken by the Government to secure the retainers of 
these Daimios now residing in Yedo and Yokohaia, and the entry 
of these Daimio’s men into Yedo is forbidden. The chief of the 
Ronin band is reported to have been captured, and the Daimio who 
has been secretly keeping others of late will be tried, and the 
probability is will lose his territory, The name of this 
noted Ronin is Daraki ; he was formerly a subject of Chosiu, and 
was the great mover in this insurrection in this Prince’s ter- 
ritory last year. He fled from his country when he saw there 
was no chance of success, and then Cosiu issued to his neigh- 
bouring Daimios a request to send him back should he visit their 
territory, but this Daimio alluded to in a previous paragraph was 
compelled by the Government to own to his whereabouts. 

The barbarous custom of trampling on the Cross has been very 
recently observed at Higo,—in which province an edict has been 
posted informing the people that they will be periodically ealied 
upon to perform this ceremony, or suffer severe punishment. 

Should the Korean expedition meet with an unfriendly recep- 
tion, it is believed it will be assignable to Chinese intrigue. 
China is at present the only country trading with Korea, and 
even her intercourse at the three trading places is barred and 
restricted by absurd regulations. 

The speech of President Grant proves that he assumes that 
whatever the Japanese tell him is unquestionably truth, as Mori, 
the Japanese Charge d’Affaires at Washington, laid ali the blame 
on Prince Aidzu for the attack on Messrs. Ring aud Dallas, 
while it is notorious that the assassins were of his own clan—Sat- 
suma men.

Last autumn efforts were made by a large section of the com- 
munity to obtain the lighting of the settlement. The agitation 
was continued throughout the winter, and at last we had an an- 
nouncement that preparations were being made for the establish- 
ment of gasometers and the supplying of both private houses and 
the public thoroughfares with gas. And there, we regret to say, 
the matter has ended. Whether or not the Japanese authorities 
have given the necessary concessions we know not, but it seems at 
the present moment that unless the material is already on its 
way to this—and the list of cargoes afloat up to latest dates gives 
us no hope that it is—we shall have to pass another winter in 
the darkness which was one of our greatest grievances during the 
past season. 

We are anxious to call attention to a matter, not of the first 
im ce indeed, yet well worthy of some attention. We 
allude to the orthography of the names of Japanese towns, pro- 
vinces, districts, produce, &c. At present much diversity exists,

The undersigned hereby informs Her Britannic Majesty’s sub- 


jects in Japan that, in the case of the murderous assault committed 


on Messrs. Pallas and Ring, in the main street of Yedo, on the 
night of the 13th of January last, two Japanese of the Military 
Class, severally named Higo Sohichi and Kato Riukichi, have 
been convicted of an attempt to murder, and have been. 
sentenced, first to degradation to the common rank, and 
then to death by strangulation. A third man of the same class 
has been convicted of being aooaeeey to the above crime, and has 
been sentenced to degradation and to penal servitude for ten 
years. a 

These sentences were delivered this morning in the presence of 
the Japanese Secretary of this Legation, who also verified the 
condemned to death, immediately 
after their execution. 

The sentences have been made known this morning in the 
annexed Proclamation of the Supreme Government, which was at 
once posted in various public places at Yedo, and will be pub- 
lished throughout the Empire in the manner in which the decrees 
of Government are usually notified.

HIOGO AND OSAKA. 

‘We have advices from this port to the 17th May ; the P. and 0. 
mails, with London dates to the 24th March, arrived out May 15- 

We learn from the Hiogo News that the works of the Hiogo and 
Osaka Railway are steadily progressing, and everything bids fair 
for its completion by the commencement of next spring. About 
eight hundred men are employed in preparing & site for the station 
near the old Fukuwarra, and contracts hate een entered into for 
the completion of this portion of the work. A vessel, with 
cargo of rails, &c., is expected to arrive from Yokohama in a few 
days. Some ballast trucks are being made here from designs fur- 
nishedjby the local railway staff. The wheels will be cast and the 
rest of the ironwork manufactured in the neighbourhood. The 
whole of the culverts required between the station site and the 
Ikuta river are being proceeded with simultaneously. They are 
being constructed of brick, with stone covers. As soon as these 
are finished the earthworks will be commenced, and the rapid pro- 
gress of the works will be more tangible to the uninitiated than 
it is at present. These culverts are far more numerous than those 
upon the Yedo and Yokohama line, owing to the greater proximity 
of the hillsin this vicinity. Besides which, while two or more of 
the watercourses in a cutting on the northern line may occasionally 
be carried througha single culvert, here each stream has to be taken 
in hand separately. European implements of various descriptions 
have been distributed among the workmen employed on the rail- 
way works, and we hear that they take kindly to them. Of the 
tunnel under the Ishiya river, sixty feet is finished, and by the end 
of next week forty feet more, it is expected, will be completed, 
leaving another hundred feet to bedone. As soon, however, as 
half of the two hundred feet of tunnel is built, the river can be 
permitted to flow through its natural channel, as all danger from 
freshets will then be removed.

wé Judgment jn the case of “ Jackson v. Tombruik (trustee of the 
estate of Glover, Dow and Co., in liquidation) was delivered by 
Mr. A. A. Annesley, Acting Oonsul, on the 10th April. Mr. An- 
nesley said :— 

On 15th March, 1870, it appears Glover and Co., of Jay aD, 
wrote and sent to the manager of the plaintiffs’ branch ban ing 
establishment at Shanghai a letter, in which they stated that 
they had been informed by Glover, Dow and Co. that they had 
deposited with such manager their lien of apothecation (meaning 
thereby the letter above alluded) ‘to upon 122 packages of arms 
and ammunition, and further informed the manager that they 
(Glover and Co.) had sold six cases of the goods mentioned in 
said letter, and handed to the manager a cheque for Tls. 513 for 
proceeds of the same, which sum they requested should be consi- 
dered as specially on account of the lien in such letter, and re- 
leasing six of the cases of goods. 

The plaintiffs further state that the sum of Tls. 513 has alone 
been repaid to them out of the Ts. 7,500 first alluded to, and that 
& balance of Tis. 2,618 is still owing and unpaid on general 
balance of account. 

The defendant on the other hand maintains that the lien on 
the 116 cases of arms and ammunition mentioned by the plaintiffs 
was removed by the payment of Glover, Dow and Co.’s draft 
No. 479 on Glover and Co., Hiogo, for §$ 8,000, for the payment of 
which Glover and Co.’s letter of hypothecation was given as security, 
and was lodged with the Hon Kong and Shanghai Banking 
Corporation, who undertook the collection of the said draft. The 
defendant therefore repudiates the right of the Hong Kong and 
Shanghai Banking Corporation to again charge the 116 cases. 

The Court finds that the defendant has not proved that the 
balance due on advances made by the Hong Kong and Shanghai 
Banking Corporation to Glover, Dow and Co., has been repaid by the

The following items are from the Nagasaki Express :— 

The Kurume official who abgconded from Yedo after assassinat- 
ing Hirosawa Sanji, the member of the Mikado's Council, in a 
most ferocious manner, has been traced to Chickugo, at which 
pe he was by last accounts concealed. It is reported that the 

rince of Choshiu has demanded the surrender of the murderer, 
and that in the event of his request not being complied with, he 
will enforce his demands by force. 

On the 8th May an explosion took place in Okeyamatch 
situated nearly in the gentre of the fown ofy Nagasaki, by whic 
sixteen persons were jnjured, three of them very seriously, 'Th 
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accident occurred at the houso of a native gunsmith named 
Gotto, who was engaged at the time with some of his workmen 
in opening a large number of damaged Snider cartridges, which 
had been intrusted to him by one of the native Shoquies at this 
port to remake. We hear that the local authorities have taken 
measures to punish the owner of the house for carrying on a dan- 
gerous business, which might have resulted most seriously ;, as at 
the time the explosion occurred some twenty quarter barrels of 
gunpowder were stored in a room underneath the one in which 
the workmen were engaged. 

The chief topic of conversation amongst the natives has been 
the news recently arrived from the districts of Kurume and 
Yanagawa reporting that disturbances have taken place there. 
These threatening demonstrations of armed force, we are informed, 
are provoked and encouraged by the anti-foreign feelings of a 
certain faction, who intend them as a protest against the present 
Government policy, and are no doubt viewed in this light, as the 
have caused considerable anxiety to the authorities. A very hig 
officer has been despatched to make enquiries, who has ordered 
the local officials to appear before him at Bungo and give an ex- 
planation respecting recent events. It is said that these distur- 
bances have been brought about by the changes which have taken 
plaee, bovine greatly diminished the revenue collected in these 
districts for pee purposes, since the establishntent of the Govern. 
ment of the Mikado. 

The approaching departure of the United States squadron for 
the Korea has naturally been the topic of conversation, and as an 
inevitable result, commercial men Ente directed their attention 
to the question, as to the probable extent of the trade likely to 
ensue, if the subjects of the Western nations were allowed to take 
up their residence there. Most of the published accounts differ 
very materially on this point, but one thing is certain that, 
however small the trade of a sealed country may be previous to 
the introduction of civilisation, it can be of little use as a guide, 
as the march of events not only create new wants amongst a 

ople, which can rat be supplied from the outer world, 
but it also tends to develop the resources of the country 
in which the new order of things are introduced. if 
the Americans manage to successfully repeat in the Korea 
what they did in Japan some years ago, they will 
certainly merit the thanks of the civilised world for estab- 
lishing friendly relations with a people who are not less 
exclusive than the Japanese ; the visit will doubtlessly, if suc- 
cessful, be followed by one from the English fleet ; unless the 
authority given to Sir Henry Keppel and his predecessors, has not 
been extended to Vice-Admiral Sir Henry Kellet. There is no 
doubt that a considerable trade in foreign manufactures is carried 
on between the Koreans and the Chinese from Newchwang, not- 
withstanding that these goods not only have to be conveyed by 
land carriage on zigzag roads, over the Leaou Mountain range, 
which interpose very serious obstacles to commercial traffic, but 
also have to bear the heavy squeezes imposed by the Chinese 
mandarins before they reach the hands of the congumers. This 
state of things might be considerably changed to the advantage 
of both buyer and seller if goods were taken direct in foreign 
bottoms to the terra incognita. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Nagasaki, May 15. 

My last, via Brindisi, dated 29th ult. left this by H.B.M.9. 
Ringdove. On the 6th inst. the French mail of the 17th March 
came to hand by H.M.S. Juno, from Hong Kong direct, fifty days, 
and on the 14th inst. the English mail of the 24th March was re- 
ceived by the Pacific Mail steamer New York, fifty-one days. 

The Bishop of Victoria (Hong Kong) arrived here by the Pacific 
Mail steamer New York, yesterday morning, and preached here 
in the Nagasaki Episcopal Church. The congregations, both in 
the morning and afternoon, were numerous, considering that the 
residents have decreased considerably. He leaves again to-day 
at noon, on his visitation tour. : 

During the interval little, if any, public events, have trans red, 
and this community have directed their attention to the probable 
result of the visit of the United States squadron to the Ko 
which has been an agreeable topic since the only other one they 
could find is the late heavy shipments of cotton goods from 
England to these parts. These heavy shipments have, of course, 
had their effect upon this market, and the result is that they 
have completely frightened dealers, who candidly confess 
they are not inclined ta make purchases, lest their goodg shoul 
decline further, in which case later purchasers would be able ta 
undersell them. The nominal quotation is $2.45, but it is 
doubtful whether $2.26 could be obtained if sales were forced. 

Every Consul in China and Japan and the Commissioners of 
Customs at the various ports in China endeavour as much as pos- 
sible to make the state of trade in their particular district look 
prosperous, and do so without thinking whether the state of the 

odowns would warrant them in taking such sanguine views, 

iven politicians will point to the Board of Trade returns as suffi. 
cient proof that trade is extending jn China, and as these figureg 
are considered to be the only infallible index, the excessive ship- 
ments made on a previous year must undoubtedly be taken ag a 
iendacd for future guidance, notwithstanding that at least twelve 
months’ stocks may stil] be on pa in China. This has been the 
case with woollens and certain stuffy, yet a full gupply geema ta 
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annually come forward and supplies all wants, and most effectually 
prevents any rise from taking place, although every commercial 
circular issued has been deploring the action of shippers for years 
past. It would seem that nothing short of losses will convince people 
that even China has limits at which demand for goods must cease 
unless prices are lowered, and as the late shipments have caused 
a fall, there is not the slightest proof that shirtings have gone 
into consumption amongst persons who would not have purchased 
had the price been a paying one to shippers; but this is very poor 
satisfaction to these who wish to do business. 

The movements of war vessels have been as follows :—viz., the 
French corvette Saigon, from Foochow, arrived on the 29th ult., 
and left again on the 2nd inst. for Hiogo, &c., The U.S. corvette 
Benicia arrived on the 30th ult., from Yokohama; Monocacy, 
and Palos, gunboats, arrived from Shanghai on the 11th, and the 
Colorado, also from Shanghai, on the next day. H.M.S. Juno ar. 
rived from Hong Kong on the 6th inst., and the French corvette 
Duplex, from Yokohama, on the 10th inst., and left again yesterday 
for Saigon, en route for France. French gunboat Cetlogon arrived 
yesterday afternoon, Remaining in port :—British: Ocean and 
Juno. American: Alaska, Benicia, Colorado, Monocacy, and Palos. 
French : Cetlogon. 

The British barque Albyn’s Isle now occupies the berth for Lon- 
don ; rate £3 10s. for tea, and £3 15s. per ton of 50 feet for 
sundries.

SHANGHAI. 


Dates from this port, by the American mail, extend to the 11th 
of May, six days later than the advices received by the last mail. 
The English mail of March 24 arrived out on the 9th of May. 


We learn from the Mews Letter that business during the month 
has been somewhat brisker than during the previous months of 
the year, but no extraordinary activity is to be noticed, and it is 
questionable whether the telegraphic communication, which has 
now been fully inaugurated between here and Hong Kong (while 
in other respects a decided boon to the community at large), will 
contribute in any way to improve the aspect of affairs. 

The weather has been very changeable of late ; now sun-shiny, 
now rainy, sometimes damp, and then a tropical heat, as at one 
time when Fahrenheit’s thermometer showed a maximum of 88 
degrees in the shade. Although the climate of Shanghai has 
been more than once pronounced unhealthy, still the improvements 
the Settlements have undergone, together with the admirable 
system of drainage now being carried out, have in no slight degree 
contributed to make it as healthy a climate as any other situated 
in the same latitude. 

The following items are from the same paper :—The deprecia- 
tion in the value of real estate property in Shanghai has been 
brought prominently into notice from the fact of a well-known 
Property (called Teng-yu), consisting of two dwelling-houses, 
with out-houses, three godowns, and the land on which they 
stand, having been put up to auction a short time since by Mr. 
Nils Moller, and knocked down for Tls. 27,000. During the real 
estate mania in 1863 the same property was valued at somewhere 
near $200,000. 

Mr. Annecke, of Shanghai, is to proceed shortly to Peking, to 
act as Minister for the North German Confederation, in lieu of 
Baron Rehfues, who goes home on leave. Mr. Annecke has been 
Consul for Germany here for some time, and his place is to be 
filled up by the German Consul at Tientsin, Mr. Wentzel. 

The Chinese Government are about building a powder magazine 
on the old execution grounds inside the city walls. There is now 
powder enough stored in Chinese houses near the old North Gate 
to blow the whole city to pieces. : 

As “signs of the times,” we may mention that two 200- 
pounder Blakeley guns, muzzle-loaders, with carriages, d&c., com- 

lete, came over in the P.M.8.S. Oregonian, on her last trip from 
Fiat These guns have been sold to the Chinese Government 
for service on the Taku Forts. The Chinese Government Works 
at Kiangman Arsenal are turning out several 90-pounder guns 
for the Taku forts. The double.decked frigate at the Arsenal ship- 
yard will be ready to launch on the Ist September next. The 
plenking for this man-of-war came out from the United States. 

he Chinese officials have given orders to build as many as six- 
teen additional vessels of war or transports at this arsenal, Ad- 
miral Woo’s new iron steam launch is being built at the same 
ship-yard. The Chinese gun factory continues to turn out the 
Remington carbines, finding them superior to all other arms for 
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their purposes; 12 and 24-pounder brass howitzers are also 
manufactured at this place. 


A meeting of land-renters in the Anglo-American Settlement 
of Shanghai took place on the 6th May, and was attended by 
about sixty rate-payers, representing over 200 persons, qualified 
to vote by the Land Regulations. Geo. F. Seward, Esq., was 
elected chairman of the meeting, and Mr. Lloyd as secretary. 
Business was then proceeded with. ¢ Mr. Gubbay proposed “ That 
the Report and Accounts of the Council for the Foreign Com- 
munity of Shanghai, for the year ending 3lst March, 1871, beap- 
bee and passed,” and on the resolution being seconded by Mr. 

ellicoe, it was carried without opposition. Another r2solution, 
stating “That the incoming Ooannilbs desired to draw up some 
definite scheme relative to a general water supply for the Settle- 
ments, and to publish the same three months before the next 
annual meeting of ratepayers,” was duly seconded, and the 
chairman having put it to the meeting, it was unanimously 
agreed to. Some discussion ensued regarding a design for 
a seal for the municipality, which was submitted for the 
inspection of the meeting, and as this did not give satisfac- 
tion it was agreed “That the present seal shall remain as the 
common seal of the Council until the production of a more satis- 
factory design.” After some further discussion on the subject of 
licences and general municipal rates, as well as voting by proxies, 
Mr. Jellicoe’s proposal, “ That the estimated expenditure in the 
municipal Budget for the year commenced 1st April, 1871, and 
ending 31st March, 1872, as proposed by the retiring Council for 
the foreign community of Shangnai, together with the recom- 
mendations attached thereto, be hereby approved and adopted,” 
was carried, after some short discussion. 





HONG KONG. 

The Legislative Council met on the 3rd May, and went into 
Committee on the Bill amending the Summary Court Ordinance 
and providing for the trial of cases summarily in the Supreme 
Court. The Attorney-General explained that it was proposed, 
therefore, to give the Chief Justice power to hear cases in a 
summary manner up to a sum of $2,000, with a reduced scale of 
costs. The Chief Justice had kindly signified his readiness to 
take this power, and to sit in that capacity. A conversational 
discussion then ensued on the various suggestions in the Bill. 
The speedy trial of cases of $2,000 was a great boon, and the 
costs were not high. But there arose a difficulty in the minds of 
members whether the Chief Justice would try these cases by the 
rules of the Summary Court, and with the aid of the Summary 
Court officers or those of the Supreme Court. 

The Colonial Secretary remarked that this measure was to ex- 
tend the jurisdiction of the Supreme Court. The Chief Justice 
admitted that it was so worded, but it was also to make further 
provison relating to the Summary Court. It seemed to him, there- 
fore, that amendments could be made, and this was the legitimate 
and constitutional time to do so. He thought he had a right to 
add that every member had, not only a mere permission, but a 
right, to advance what views he held upon any measure. He was 
not to say that the Council should adopt such view—it might be 
absurd—(he had often proposed what had been thought as ab- 
surd)—but surely they fad the power of conferring together on 
all such questions ; else they were no legislative council. 

The Attorney-General stated that the important matter for con- 
sideration was that proposed by Mr. Rowett, viz., trial by jury. 
It was thought undesirable to encumber the Summary Court with 
@ jury system, but it had been rendered available in certain cases 
under the provisions now drafted. Mr. Ball read the marginal 
notes. The first extended the jurisdiction of the Small Court to 
$1,000. Others gave powers concerning ejectment, to Chief Jus- 
tice to order cases to be tried in the Summary Court, to summon 
a jury of five if desired in cases of slander, libel, and other 
cases exceeding $500 in amount, and to go by ps Haier beyond 
the usual jurisdiction in trying a case. Another section gave 
the Court jurisdiction in equity; he had frequently to send 
away partners and cases of disputed account, because the Court 
had no equitable jurisdiction. There were other provisions—as 
to injunctions, specific performance, &c.,—which, if introduced, 
would save much time and expense in the Supreme Court. These 
were nll founded on the Imperial Act, vesting similar powers in 
the County Courts in England ; and he concluded by proposing 
the amendment. Further minor amendments were made on the 
draft, and a discussion arose as to the time of its proclamation. 
Some conversation likewise took place regarding the power given 
to the Chief Justice to compel the parties to come to an issue on 
the facts. It was stated that the system worked well in Shanghai 
and in India ; besides,it was left considerably to the discretion of 
the Chief Justice. The sections were then numbered, and the 
Ordinance having been passed, was classed as No. 1 of 1871. 

The Lieutenant-Governor called the attention of the Council to 
the fact that the $10,000 recently voted for repairs to Government 
House was inadequate. Mr. Moorson, who was asked to super- 
intend the building, found it impossible to {do so at all; and the 
sum imperatively necessary for the repairs was $12,600. They 
had better be quick about it, too, as it was now six months since 
he left the House. They would have to commence at once, as the 
ain would spoil the interior of the house, while there would be 
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lace for the Governor, whoever came out. The Colonial 
Rocretary said there was some complaint made by the Chinese 
that they could not get their Government bills paid at all 
promptly. He could not understand it, as the money was always 
at hand. . 

The vote was passed, and the Council adjourned. The resump- 
tion of the session has been delayed, owing to the illness of his 
Excellency the Lieutenant-Governor. 

Judgment was given in the “Min” oase on May 2. The Hon. 
Chief Justice decreed the full rate of interest at 12 per cent. 
His Lordship said his hands were tied by the order of the Privy 
Council, the words being “ the rate of interest usually allowed by 
the Court.” The rate allowed by this Court was invariably 12 
per cent., so that the practice was more than usual, it was uni- 
versal. The banks might have left the money in Court or they 
might have laid it out, but they were so confident of their case 
that they took the money without stipulating the rate of interest. 
The plaintiffs to bear all costs of these motions. 


In the case of Reynolds v. Remedios it was arranged that an 
jssue should be come to in Chambers, and that the suit be set 
down for trial by a jury at an early day. It arose under a peti- 
tion by the defendant for an injunction to restrain the plaintiff 
from proceeding with the suit, and the question whether the deed 
of absolute assignment executed by the plaintiff in favour of his 
creditors would deprive him of the right to sue, was gone into. 
In the course of the evidence, Mr. J. A. Remedios said :—Up to 
25th May, 1867, I was manager to Reynolds and Co. There was 
no partner. The firm traded also in Manila. I produce power of 
attorney under which Iacted. I ceased to be manager in 1867. I 
closed the accounts and handed them to Mr. Reynolds. In the 
month of April 1867 I was served witha writ of foreign attach- 
ment at the suit of Mr. D. Sassoon. Upon my giving up the 
money in the banks to Mr. Sassoon, the proceeding was discon- 
tinued. I wrote to Mr. Reynolds, who was then in Singapore. 
The present action against me was quite recent, since Mr. Rey- 
nolds’s arrival in the colony. The subject of this action was for 
the recovery of the assets of the firm that I had retained in my 
hands when the accounts were closed. I was aware that there 
had been a written agreement between Mr. Reynolds and the 
Comptoir d’Escompte, John Burd and Co., Olyphant and Co., 
Agra and Masterman’s Bank, and D. Sassoon and Co. The agree- 
ment was followed by a deed of assignment two months after, 
viz., June 18, 1867. 


His Lordship said he could not see how the case could end 
here, because Mr. Reynolds denied the trustees’ right to this 
money. If the present action were gone on with, and a judg- 
ment come to, then the trustees could file a bill against Mr. 
Reynolds for the money. This would entail litigation and expense, 
but his Lordship could not help it ; he was sorry for it, and he 
wished the parties would come to an arrangement. Mr. Reme- 
dios might sustain his case, and could show that nothing was due 
to Mr. Reynolds. If no arrangement could be come to,the case must 
go on to judgment, as it was the universal practice to allow such 
cases as the present one to goon tojudgment. He could not decide 
that whether the money, if any, recoverable from Mr. Remedios, 
belonged to the trustees or not, without their being a party in 
Court ; at present they were only witnesses, and they were not 
bound by his Lordship’s decision. From what his Lordship could 
see, there was a ruling feeling against Mr. Reynolds, but it was 
a very hard case. The Attorney-General then said he wished to 
prevent litigation ; it was unfortunate that so small a sum should 
involve so much expense. If his suggestion of referring the 
matter to arbitration had been accepted, a great deal of litigation 
and expense could have been saved. His Lordship hoped that 
they would discuss the matter over quietly and come to some 
amicable settlement.

souls not included in former censuses, it follows that the popula- 
tion of the island, in comparison with former censuses, is 119,421, 
or just 100 more than it was ten years ago (in 1861), but 2,558 
less than in 1869. 

The resident ren and American population was 2,736, of 
which British 869, Portuguese 1,367, Germans 170, Americans 
133 ; the rest, of 199, is composed of fifteen different nationalities. 


One point in this census is that of the Chinese children in Vic- 
toria—5,469 are boys and 5,964 girls; but the children of the 
villagers and boat population are only 3,853 girls to 5,278 boys ; 
whilst the Chinese infant population of Victoria eounts 425 more 

irls than boys, that of the villages and boats has, on the other 
Fana, 1,425 more boys than girls, Therefore, the total difference 
between the sexes of the Chinese children shows 930 fewer girls 
than boys.

Mr. Robertson, the marine engineer sent out by the Duke o 

Argyll to report on Indian harbours, and of whose services w® 
were promised a loan to inspect the Paumben Passage and 
the Colombo Harbour, has after all given us the slip. Having 
looked at a few harbours in India, he has returned to England to 
look after his multitudinous other engagements, and to make out 
his reports, which the Indian Government have agreed with him 
can be done as well in England as in Hindostan. The fact is, 
Mr. Robertson has too much to do, and having been engaged 
for two years on behalf of the Indian Government, and being 
able to give them only a scant share of his time for their very 
handsome pay, it was not to be supposed that he would care to 
tuck in Ceylon to his other engagements. This is not to be regret- 
ted, however,as if he had come here, with so many larger and 
more important projects engrossing his time and attention, he 
would most likely not have been abie to give our matters 
that consideration to which we islanders think them entitled, 
Both pees have taken so strong a hold of the public mind here 
that there would have been no rest for the authorities till they 
secured an able professional opinion on the feasibility of both 
schemes. Without waiting, however, for any public manifestation 
of feeling on the subject, the Governor, with that promptitude for 
which he is distinguished where a great public question is con- 
cerned, telegraphed at once to the Colonial-office to send out im- 
mediately an able marine engineer to inspect the proposed works 
at the sole expense of the cclony ; so that we fully expect that 
within three months a professional engineer will be on the spot 
making his inspections, and whose report will be in the hands of 
Government during the next session of the Legislative Council. 
If it ke satisfactory as to the practicability of both undertakings, 
and if the means of their accomplishment be within reach, there 
can be no doubt but that they will at once be undertaken, and 
their construction will raise Ceylon in importance and value to an 
extent not dreamed of by the most sanguine supporters of both 
schemes; for with a harbour will come docks, wet and dry, 
where the shipping of all nationalities eastward bound can put in 
for supplies, coal, shelter, or repair; while to vessels bound to 
the Bay of Bengal the Paumben Passago will shorten the voyage 
two or three days. 


Those works therefore will bea great benefit to the world at large 
while they will be the making of Ceylon. The very fact of the mone 
they will circulate in the place will give an impetus to trade whic 
at present it sadly lacks, while their permanent benefit is not to be 
measured by money value. To the general shipping of the world 
voyaging in the Eastern seas they will prove an immense con- 
venience, for however much we were impressed before with the 
desirability of making Galle the port of call, and therefore anxious 
to have a good harbour there, it is a fact that since the openi: 
of the Suez Canal the great majority of steamers Eastward pound 
make for Colombo in preference. If, therefore, this port can be 
made a safe and accessible harbour, with the perspective adjunct 
of the Paumben Passage made suitable for vessels of any size, the 
preponderance of interest, opinion, and feeling in favour of Colombo 
will be very great; and if Sir Hercules Robinson be fortunate 
enough to remain here to inaugurate those great works—after hav- 
ing seen completed the Grand Colombo and Kandy Railway, intro- 
duced the Gampola and Nawalapitiya continuation, expended 
large sums for the benefit of the native cultivation, and works 
of irrigation, besides having greatly extended our Island roads 
and rivers, improved our jails and hospitals, introduced enlarged 
schemes of education, and many other matters which need not be 
recapitulated here, he will be the most fortunate Governor who 
has ever held rule under the Colonial-office.

IMPORTS. 

Yoxouama.—Thore had been an almost "entire absence of transac- 
tions in all classes of imports—Cottons, Woollens, and Metale—and 
prices must be considered as nominal. 

HroGo anpD OSAKA.-—Business in Imports had been extremely dull, 
in consequence of continued unfavourable reports from Shanghai, and 
many of the principal holders refused to sell at current rates. Resules 
by native dealers had contributed towards keeping prices down. Cotton 
Yarn : 28-32’s were saleable at the reduced rates quoted, but there was 
tio demand whatever fur other counts. Grey Shirtings: A parcel of 
8} Ibs. had been offered by a Japanese merchant as low as Rios 2.53, but 
the market had since slightly recovered. Holders were ‘disposed to re- 
fuse current rates. Turkey Reds and Black Velvcts were in moderate 
demand at quotations. Victoria Lawns difficult of sale, and prices 
tended downwards. Taffechelas almost unsaleable. Woollens re- 
mained as last quoted, with 8 somewhat improved inquiry fur Black 
Lastings. Blankets neglected. Blue Cloth asked for. In Metals 
small sizes of Nailrod Iron were saleable. Quotations (in dols. at 101 
rios per 100 dols.) :—Cotton Yarn: Nos. 28 to 32, per bale, 122.67 ; 
G.E. Grey Shirtings, 7 Ibs., per piece, 2.23; 8} to 8} Ibs., 2.52 to 
2.57 ; Chintz, Turkey Red, 2.47 to 2.72; Turkey Red Cambrics, 3 lbs., 
2.47 to 2.50; Velvets, Black, 6.43 to 6.93 ; Victoria Lawns, 1.17 to 
1.24; Woollens and Woollen Mixtures; Camlets, SS Scarlet, 13.86 ;

YoxoHAmMA.—Settloments since last American mail had amounted 
to about 8,500 piculs, consisting chiefly of the commoner grades, A 
few small parcels of the new season’s teas had been'purchased at nomi- 
nal values. Propitious weather had favoured the coming crop, which 
promised to be fully equal to former years. Messrs. Hudson Malcolm 
and Co.’s Circular says:—This market was closed for the season, the 
last ship for New York having been finished. The tone was very quiet, 
, owing to the unfavourable advices from New York, and the new season 
was expected to open at moderate rates. Settlements for the month 
were estimated at 3,800 piculs, nearly all of common kinds. The 
prospects of the new crop were favourable, and as the cultivation has 
increased we may look for a larger export next season. A few small 
parcels of garden-grown tea had been brought down and settled, but 
these cannot be regarded as any criterion of the condition of the crop. 
The Percy Edwards, with 114,799 lbs., and the Oslo with 390,447 Ibs. 
Tea, had cleared for San Francisco and New York respectively, leaving 
no vessels loading. Prices were entirely nominal. 

HroGo and Osaxa.—Only 15 piculs of old leaf had been settled 
during the month, leaving a stock of 6,000 piculs on hand. The 
weather being favourable for picking, the quality of the new crop was 
expected to be fine, ‘The usual garden musters had been shown, but 
buying to any extent had not commenced in the interior. 

NaGASAKI,—The stocks consisted of about 2,500 bales of common 
to medium, and the new crop was not expected in the market for two 
months, The quotations were—common to govd, $12 to15; medium 
to fine, $16 to 17 ; fine to finest, none. 


SILK. 

YoxoHAmA,—Settlements had amounted to about 800 bales, more 
than one-half of which had been shipped on native account. Since the 
teceipt of news from Europe of continuation of trouble in France, but 
few opetations had taken place. Prices were extremely irregular, and 
almost nortinal. Stocks atnounted to 1,800 bales. 

Htogo AND OsaKA.—No transactions had taken place during the 
month.

THE AMERICAN EXPEDITION TO KOREA. 

Wasuinorton, June. 29.—Advices ftim Korea to the 93rd inst. have 
been received at the Navy Department from Commander Rogers, who 
reports that five Korean forts have been stormed, the garrison of which 
numbered 11,000 men; 481 cannon were captured, and 243 Koreans 
killed. Commander Rogers lost three men killed and several 
wounded. 

Fonreian-orrice, Junk 29.—The following telegram from Mr. Mark- 
ham, Her Majesty's Acting-Congnl at Shanghai, dated June 29, has 
been received :—“ United States forccs gained a victory over the Ko- 
reans on King Hoalsland.

JUDICIAL COMMITTRE OF THE PRIVY COUNUIL. 
HART v. VON GUMPACH. 


The appeal case ‘‘ Hart v. Von Gumpach” | on for hearing in 
the Privy Council, before Lord Justice James, Lord Justice Mellish, 
Sir Joseph Napier, Sir William Colvill, and Sir Laurence Peel. Sit 
Roundell Palmer, who appeared for Mr, Hart, moved for leave to ap- 
to Her Majesty’s Council against the order and decision of the 
preme Court of Shanghai upon the demurrer to the defendant's 
pleas, delivered 29th March last. Ina the course of the argument it 
transpired that both Mr. Hart and Mr. Gumpach are English righ era 
the latter having been naturalised. Mr. Myburgh, on behalf of Mr. 
Gumpach, opposed Sir Roundell Palmer, as he explained, with “great 
reluctance,” which, however, Lord Justice James requested him to lay 
aside. Mr. Myburgh, however, did not press the point after some 
observations from Lord Justice Mellish and Sir William Colvill. Lord 
Justice James said the whole record must be brought up again, and 
that the costs of the application would be costs in the eause. With 
enormous aecumulation of appeals before the Counoil, it is very uncer- 
tain when the next hearing will be taken. 


SPURIOUS TEA, 

A deputation, representing the wholesale and retail tea trade waited 
by appointment upon the Right Hon. Chichester Fortescue, M.P., 
Proaldent of the Board of Trade‘ to present a memorial, asking that 
some action shall be taken to prevent the trade in spurious tea. Mr. 
HH. Peek, M.P., introduced the deputation, which consisted of Mr. W. 
Lawrence, M.P., Mr. Charles Magniac, M.P., Mr. Debac, Mr. Holborn, 
Mr. Teettgen, Mr. J. D. Betts, Mr. King, Mr. Abbys, Mr. Tullock, Mr. 
Robinson, Mr. Struggnell, Mr. Ward, Mr. Slater, Mr. Piper, &c. Mr. 
J. C. Betts submitted a memorial from the Tea Dealers and Grocers’ 
Association, representing the retail dealers of the metropolis, setting 
forth that they desired to draw serious attention to the continued im- 
rtation of spurious tea, and earnestly reyuested the intervention of 
vernment to prevent the same from coming into consumption by 
directing the customs officers to refuse to receive the duty on any 
so-called tea, which from well authenticated information and subse- 
uent examination shall be ascertained to be unfit for humati food. 
he memorialists were informed that a large quantity of this spurious 
tea had been recently imported, and they felt strongly that immediate 
action should be taken by the Government, not only on account of the 
public health, but also for the protection of the revenue, as the con- 
sumption of tea will be considerably intefered with if the public mind 
become imbued with the notion that any rnbbish may be inported and 
sold under the name of tea. They would also submit that it was an 
injustice to receive the duty on any article which was liable to seizure 
when offered for sale in the same condition aa by the Custome. 
Mr. Betts said Dr. Letheby, as the officer of the City Commissioners 
of Sewers, had made an analysis of various specimens of adulterated 
teas. In one case he found 25 per cent. of steel filings. Tea was 
adulterated with willow and other leaves. With respect to one tea, 
called Maloo mixture, it was principally composed of spent or used tea 
leaves. It was mixed purposely with earthly and other matter for 
colouring pu and pas exposed to the sun to dry, and gathered a 

great deal of dirt and filth.

Tus Sr. Anpkew’s Mission aT QRAvESEND.—We have received the 
report of the St. Andrew’s Waterside Mission, Gravesend, for 1870. 
The supporters of the institution will be glad to learn that it has 
weathered another stormy and anxious year, and is now sailing in 
quiet waters. At this time last year the promoters suddenly received 
an offet of £1,000 to build a chapel, under circumstances which led 
them to determine to raise another £1,500 to meet it. Accordingly, 
the first stone was laid on St. Peter's Day, on the rock, and a build- 
ing committee appointed, consisting of the then Vicar of the Parish, 
the Rev. C. E. R. Robinson, the Rev. John Scarth, and Rear Admiral 
Taglefield, C.B. To these three the arduous enterprise of building 
was entrusted, and they set to work at once. The land and the Mis- 
sioh premises were bought, and the enterprise assumed thenceforth a 
 pokping ey character; while the work for the sailors is thus put on a 

tmer footing, the Chapel for the waterside population takes a new 
foundation. The honorary secretary and treasurer, the Rev. John 
Searth, of Gravesend, to whose exertidhs tho mission owes so much of 
ita usefalness, is trying to form a body of subscribers of five shillings 
@ year, a sum neither extravagant nor difficult to colleat, though of 
incalculable benefit to the Institution, and wo hope that hia appeal 
will be numerously responded to. 


Tae Sreamsure WitLeM III.—The recovery of cargo and stores 
from the hull of this vessel, or, more correctly speaking, from the 
remains of the hull left unconsumed by the fire, which broke out on 
board when off the Isle of Wight, on the voyage from Amsterdam to 
Batavia, a short time since, has bee much greater than was antici-

Upwards of 1,000 tons of coal have been taken out of the hull of the 
ship since in has been removed into Portemouth harbour, and will be 
sold for the benefit of those concerned. The principal of the other 
items recovered are about 1,000 cases of o, which have been for- 
warded from Portsmouth to London. The ship was burnt out to the 
water-line, but below that the greater part of the goods, coals, &c., 
adalat in the ship's hold, apparently escaped any great damage 
rom the fire. 


A sPEoraL telegram of the Mastern Budget, dated Constantinople 
June 27, is as follows:—‘ Lord Dalling (Sir Henry Bulwer) has ar- 
rived here. He representa that it will be impossible to keep the Suez 
Canal open much longer if it continues in the hands of ita present 
posseszors, and recommends the Porte to purchase it, as the Khédive 
is not disposed te do so. He says that the means of the company are 
insufficient to prevent the secumulations of sand, which will inevitably 
choke up the Canal unless additional capital and labour are provided. 
Lord Dalling algo urges the Government to undertake the construction 
of a Euphrates Valley railway, for which purpose he offers to place 
English engineers at the disposal of the Porte.” 


We ledrn that some hitherto unsuspected difficulties have presented 
themselves against an early opening of the Mont Cenis Tunnel. It is 
stated that the smoke evolved from the locomotives is a great evil, 
for the tunnel is not efficiently bored through, until it is ventilated. 
At the first trial two out of three engine-drivers perished from suffo- 
cation, and a third nearly so. The temperatare is extremely high, 
and engines consuming their own smoke have been ordered from 
England. An accident has just occurred in the tannel by the fall of 
about sixty feet of the magonry work forming the arch ; several work- 
men were killed. 


Mr. Chichester Fortescue said at present he did not see how he 
could take action in the motion. He had inquired into the law on 
the subject, and he was of opinion that the Commissioners of Customs 
had no power to prevent the circulation of tea after the duty had 
been paid. He was in possession of a great deal of information on 
the subject, and was in communication with the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer in reference to it, and the matter should receive his most 
earnest consideration.

LITERATURE. 


————— 
Macmillan opens with an exceedingly comic dramatic scene in 
blank verse, entitled “ t.” It is written by the lady who is 
best known by the pseudonym of “George Eliot,” and whose forte, 
the thorough knowledge of the world, the vivid colouring and truth- 
ful delineation of character evineed in her other works, would cer- 
tainly have forbidden us to expect in burlesque but for the pre- 
sent singular production. It is impossible to miss the point of the 
following droll allusion. The speaker is an opera singer, describ- 
ing herown triumph. She says :— 
“The house was held 
As if a storm were listening with delight, 
And hushed its thunder.” 
A little further on she expresses her intention to 
€ Sing a hundred trills 
Into a deep-dug grave, then burying them, 
As one did Midas’s secret, rid myself 
Of naughty exultation.” 
There are some five-and-twenty pages of this style of writing, 
and every page is crammed with passages like those we have 
uoted. We will not extract any more of them, however, because, 
though we have read “Armgart ” carefully through ourselves, 
we agree more with the author in her last line than any other 
sentiment in the poem— 
‘Tis better that our griefs should not spread far.” 
There are a good many poems of which the last line is always 
most admired, and, “long looked for,” it ‘‘ comes at. last.” There 
is no pleasure like the cessation of pain, and that gratification is 
certainly achieved in the last line of “Armgart.” We cannot, 
however, lay down the paper without suggesting to the fair 
writer that her wit and talent for burlesque are so eminently de- 
veloped that they can certainly receive no assistance from bad 
mmar, which she may leave to such humourists as Artemus 
Ward. Therefore, we would recommend the excision of such 
lines as 
“Tt is hard 
To take the little corpse and lay it low, 
And say, ‘ None misses it but mie.’ 
“ Patty” is spiritedly continued in an instalment of four more 
chapters. “ How Literature may Illustrate History” isa paper 
in Professor Masson’s best style. “ Pope and Cowper ” is a criti- 
cal essay which is worth reading, if only to disagree with it ; it is 
evidently the production of a writer who is capable of better— 
because more independent—things, “Der Ruhm, or the Wreck 
of German Unity,” is a clever squib in the beaten track of the 
“Battle of Dorking,” the “Second Armada,” and other brochures 
of the day. The present production differs from these only in 
reversing the catastrophe. In “Der Ruhm” Germany is com- 
letely overcome, France ins Alsace and Lorraine, and Eng- 
Tand triumphs in the Fatherland. 


The People’s Magazine sustains its reputation for variety and 
information. One of the best papers in the present part gives 
some entertaining statistics of the London Press, from which we 
learn that ; 

‘*There are now published in London 316 newspapers in all, 21 of 
which are issued daily, 12 of them being morning, and the other 9 even- 
ing journals. There are also 215 weekly papers, of which 109 are pub- 
lished on Satarday, 63 on Friday, 16 on Thursday, 15 on Wedneaday, 
8 on Monday, 3 on Tuesday, and 1 on Sunday. The actual days of 
isrue, and not of the dates that the papers bear, are here given, and the 
reader will not fail to notice the very decided preference given to the 
later over the earlier days of the week in the publishing of these weekly 
journals, As to the rest, 46 appear monthly, 12 furtoightly, 3 four 
times a month, 2 three times a month, 2 three times a week, 1 five 
times a week, and 1 four times a week. The prices at which 288 of the 
papers are issued are:—15-at 4d.; 73 at ld.; 42 at 2d.; 37 at 3d. ; 
24 at 4d.; 28 at Sd.; 42 at 6d. ; 13 at 1s.; 4 at 1}d.; 3 at 7d.; 
2 at 8d.; 1 each at 23d, 4)d., 9d., 1s. Gd., and 2s. Of the entire 
number, 31 are of a distinctly religious character, including. among 
them 7 Church of England of the Evangelical school of thought, 4 
organs of the High Church section, 5 of the Roman Catholics, and % of 
the Jews. There are also papers published in the interests of the Wes- 
leyans, the Congregationalists, the Baptists, the Presbyterians, the Uni- 
tarians, and the Society of Friends. Twenty-two are illustrated papers, 
and 9 appear in foreign languages, 5 of them in French, two in German, 
1 in Spanish, and 1 in Portuguese.’’ 

The illustrations are exceedingly good in the number before us. 


Art is constantly improving. The July part presents us with 
a capital reproduction of Albert Durer’s masterpiece, “ The 
Knight and Death ;” “ Poesie,” a photograph from M. Coomare’s 
painting in the French Gallery, Pall-mall ; “ Sir Walter Raleigh 
in the Lower,” a really life-like study from a drawing by Mr. 
Henry Wallis; and a portion of alto-relievo on the podium of the 
Albert Memorial, including likenesses of Beethoven, Purcell, 
Lawes, and other eminent men.

SPURIOUS TEA. 

(8rd.) Mr. G. Greaory asked the President of the Board of Trade 
whether his attention had been called to the importation of spurious 
tea; and whether he had ascertained if the law, as it at present stood, 
prevented such importation or provided for the summary condemna- 
tion of such tea; and, if it did not, whether he was prepared to pro- 
pose legislation upon the subject. 

Mr. Cuicugsrer Fortescus said he had lately received an important 
deputation on this subject from the sanitary authorities of the City of 
London, who explained to him the great abuses which occurred in the 
importation of those spurious teas. They exhibited to him various 
samples of a very remarkable character—one consisting of matter so 
decayed that it was offensive to the smell, and another sample con- 
taining such a quantity of iron filings that they were visible to the 
eye by the ase of 4 magnet. There were other specialities of that 
kind. He had since then inquired into the state of the law, and had 
reason to think that the Commissioners of Customs had no power to 
prevent these practices provided that the duty were duly paid. Whe- 
ther it would be right to give the Commissioners of Castoms such 
powers, which were beyond their usual functions, he wags not then 
prepared to say; but he would undertake to consider the question, 
aud a now in communication with the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
respecting it.

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.)

In my previous letters I have more than once had occasion to men- 
tion the great social revolution that is about to take place by the altera- 
tion of the different systems of weights and measures in the various states 
of Germany, and the introduction of the French simple decimal metric 
system. The law has been nominally in furce for a year and a half, 
but neither the Government nor the public have hitherto doue much to 
prepare the way for the change. Practically it is a dead letter, as in 
England, and a purchaser going into a shop and asking for a metre of 
ribbon or a litre of wine would only be stared at, and could not obtain 
it, for the simple reason that the vendor is not in possession of such 
measures, ag, indeed, they had not been issued by the authorities, by 
whom they must be tested andstamped. The Governments now perceive 
that they have been somewhat dilatory in making the needful arrange- 
ments, and, indeed, it has been under serious consideration whether, in 
consequence of the interruption occasioned by the war, it would not be ex- 
pedient to postpone the introduction of the new system for auother year. 
But the Federal Councillor and the Chancellor of the Em pire have decided. 
—and I think very properly so—to let the law take its course and come 
into obligatory effect on the day originally fixed on, which is the first of 
January next. In the meantime the executive Governments of all 
the different states have enough on their hands till that date. A 
public office is created in each, called the Hich-amt, with the needful 
staff of functionaries, whose business it is to prove aud test the contents 
of all vessels for liquids, and the measures of weight and length, and 
legalise them by the official stamp for public use, without which the 
vendors become liable to a heavy fine. There can be no doubt that sach 
a radical change of system in a population of nearly forty millions of 
inhabitants will at first create much inconvenience and perhaps almost 
hopeless confusion, especially among the lower classes in the towns and 
the agriculturists in the country, to say nothing of the helpless old ladies 
of both sexes who are to be met with everywhere. Here at Hamburg 
the controlling officers have been appointed and have entered on their 
functions. They advertise in the papers that they receive weights and 
measures for examination, adjustment and stamping, every day till noon, 
and they can be fetched away in the afternoon of the following working 
day; but that for any large quantity a special arrangement must be 
made with the director, so as not to interfere with the interests of the 
tradesmen in general. It is said that there are in this city twenty 
thousand shops where goods are sold by meagure, ten thousand by 
weight, and ten thousand by cubical contents. If these figures are cor- 
rect—and I should think they are not far from the mark—and allowing 
only three sets for each, one can form a rough idea of the enormous deal 
of work the Hich-amd will have to get through before the end of the 
year. And, indeed, in their advertisements they iuvite the public not 
to leave it to the last moment, as they foresce will in many cases be done, 
and, therefore, give notice that they exonerate themselves from all 
blame, and the unpleasant consequences that will not fail to fall on 
those tradesmen who omit to supply thomselves with the new weights 
and measures at the period fixed by law. It is not at all improbable 
that the confusion will at first be increased by persons undertaking for 
the nonce the not very creditable but certainly lucrative profession of

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* The festivities and rejoicings at Berlin on the retarn of the Guurds 
from France were supplemented with more or less eclat in all the cities 
and garrison towns of Germany. Here, although the number of the 
troops was comparatively very small—consisting only of the two bat- 
talions of the 76th Rogiment of Infantry, numbering about 2,500 men 
—the preparations for their reception and welcome were on a very ex- 
tensive scale; and in every part of the city the houses were gaily de- 
corated with flags, wreaths of flowers, and garlands of evergreens or- 
namented with ribbons of many colours and hues. After marching on 
foot all through France, they were conveyed on from Frankfort to Har- 
burg by railway, and thence by a squadron of steamers to this city. 
On their passing the guard-ship at Altona, the ironclad frigate Prince 
Adalbert, which had “ dressed ship,” the crew manned the vards and 
cheered Justily, and the appearance of the harbour was exceedingly 
pretty and animated, as every vessel ‘of all nationalities was profusely 
showy in bunting. Tribunes were erected for the Senate and other au- 
thorities, for the combined singing clubs, for the families of the return- 
ing soldiers, and for the goneral public, where about twenty thousand 
persons found accommodation, and the seats were sold at a dollar each. 
There was a deal of speechifying, music, and a banquet, at which each 
soldier was furnished with a bottle of claret and a bottle of champagne, 
and the festivities concluded with a display of fireworks anil a gencral 
illamination of the city. 

This is the bright side of the picture; let us now look at the ob- 
verse. The regiment, which left Hamburg last year with about its 
present numerical strength, has been in no less than sixteen 
larger or lesser actions, including the two battles of Orleans and 
Bazoches-les-hautes. Though they had never been under fire before, 
they behaved with the greatest courage and steadiness —for which 
they were several times mentioned with praise in the despatches and 
bulletins—but their losses were very heavy, amounting on the whole to 
1,281 men and officers killed and wounded, or very nearly one-balf of 
the reziment. On one day alone they lost 441 men. But the organisa- 
tion of the German army is of so perfect a description that prepara- 
tions for such contingencics were made beforehand for every regiment ; 
and no sooner had a telegram arrived announcing the losses of the 
76th, than an equal number were sent off the same day from the Re- 
serve Battalion here tu replace those pnt hors de combat. At the 
battle of Loigny the regiment lost 441, at Bazoches-les-hautes 258, at 
Villejouan 103, at Meung 120, at Freteval 69, at Grands Baynes 62, and 
the remainder in various minor engagements. ‘The total losses of the 
German armies are thus given officially :—Officers: 1,165 killed, 3,795 
wounded, 30 missing, total 4,990; non-commissioned officers and pri- 
wates: 18,132 killed, 87,742 wounded, 6,165 missing, total 112,038 ; 
giving a grand total of 19,297 killed, 91,537 wounded, 6,195 missing, 
- altogether 117,028 men. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


RorrerpaM, Jane 28. 
The members of the Second Chamber reassembled some days ago for 
thedespatch of business. The sitting, however, will not last longer than 
three weeks, so that only the most pressing matters can be dealt with. 
The Ministers of the Colonies and Foreign Affairs have replied to the 
section report upon the treaty with Great Britain regarding the transfer 
of our settlements on the west coast of Africa, and that with the Sultan 
of Siak, by which England acquires rights in Sumatra. You will re- 
member that in the report a good deal of opposition was manifested 
against these treaties and against the principle of selling our colonies. 
The Ministers defend the treaties, and seek to demonstrate that they 
are quite in our interest. Our settlements in Africa, they say, are very 
costly and of little profit to us, as they do not promote our trade; an 
assertion which they prove by returns of the imports and exports. 
Moreover, we are involved repeatedly in difficulties with a friendly 
Power (England) in consequence of these settlements. Not only 
is a good deal of money wanted for the maintenance of our colo- 
nies in the West, but even our East. India colonies are waiting 
for improvements which cannot longer be delayed; consequently it is 
bad policy to expend money upon our settlements in Africa, which 
do not pay at all, and so the Government wishes to get rid of 
them. It was observed in the section report that it was unjust 
to withhold our protection from the negroes, under which they have 
lived for so many years, but the ministers say that if that protection 
had been what it ought to have been the Government would have taken 
care for the improvement of the material and intellectual state of the 
negroes, which would have involved an enormous expense. It is further 
demonstrated that great discontent prevails amongst the English and 
Dutch negroes, resulting from the fact that the authority was divided 
between the two protecting Powers. Now that there is a question of the 
transfer, the native population are in better harmony. The Ashantees 
seem more inclined towards peace, and their attitude will have a good 
influence upon the inhubitants of Elmina. The transfer is also advisable 
because we are put to enormous costs in order to maintain our position 
with the honour duce to our colours; and if we did not make these 
sacrifices we should be obliged to abandon our settlements, as the French 
did years ago. In this difficulty it was thought wiser to sell our for- 
tresses for a moderate amount to England. The sum fixed is go trifling 
that it could never be said that Holland had sold a colony. There is 
still another motive for the transfer. The Government seizes this op- 
portunity to effect a reform in Sumatra. For years England has made 
complaints respecting our policy there, and it was found necessary from 
time to time to extend our authority. The ministers demonstrate that 
the possession of Sumatra, with its rich coal mines, is of much more 
importance to us than that of the West Coast of Africa. At any rate 
there is a good equivalent for the transfer. The ministers give further 
extensive particulars about the negotiations with Great Britain concern- 
ing this transfer of rights. 
The report of the Dutch India Railway Company was published some 
‘days ago, and is very satisfactory. Many particulars are given about the 
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financial operations which were entered into in order to obtain thetwo mil- 
lions of guilders necessary to complete the line of railway in the Sama- 
rang-Principalities, for which the Government was only willirg to grant 
a further delay of two years. The war which broke out made it im- 
possible to raise this loan in the market,so that it became necessary 
that the company should be assisted by the State lending money. At 
last, however, the loan was raised, and there is now no fear that the 
railway will be appropriated by the Government. The returns of the 
transport of passengers and merchandise are said to be very satisfactory. 
The receipts in 1870 amounted to f.656,070.11, and the expenses to 
f.451,751.84, leaving a favourable balance of f.204,318.27. The number 
of passengers waa 172,810, whilst 276,803 kilo. luggage and 793,108,109 
kilo, merchandise were transported. The profit per day and per kilo- 
meter were f.17.75, whilst the net profit was f.5.67. The completion 
of the Batavia Buitenzorg line is delayed because it is very difficult to 
obtain the necessary land. Mr. de Bordes had asked—as was stated by 
the report—to resign, in order to assist the company in its financial 
difficulties by giving up his lucrative position ; he, however, will con- 
tinue to assist the company as engineer. At the meeting of shareholders 
which was held yesterday, at Amsterdam, Mr. E. H. ’sJacob was elected 
commissary in the place of Mr. van Beeck Vollenhouen, who had re- 
signed, and Mr. W. A. de Heus was re-elected. The Chairman stated 
that the position of the company was very sound, and that the future 
was very promising. . 

Owing to the fact that business just now on the Bourse is almost at a 
standstill, quotations present few changes. The home funds remain de- 
void of the slightest variation, and only foreign stocks present a slight 
improvement. The introduction of the new French loan, coupled with 
the requirements of other States, checks any animation or any.renewal 
of actual activity. For money a good demand prevails, both at the 
Bank and in the open market. . 

The epidemic of small-pox is decreasing, and notwithstanding the 
weather has been very unscttled—a sort of November temperature pre- 
vailing —the gencral health is very satisfactory. Jt is, however,. feared 
that the continued showers of rains, with the sharp northerly winds, 
wi!l have a very bad influence upon the crops; so much it is certain 
that the fruit crop will be almost entirely lost. :

The Vaderland says that some creditors of the Oost Indische 
Maatschappy van Lyfrenten have moved to declare that company in- 
solvent, in consequence of information which they have received from 
Java. A demand for this purpose has been addressed by them to the 
Provincial Court at Amsterdam. 


PRODUCE MARKETS. 

There is but little change to report in the general features of our Pro- 
duce markets, which, upon the whole, luok healthy for most of the lead- 
ing articles, without there being much business doing, as the demand is in 
general mainly confined to requirements for consumptive wants: The 
Trading Company's Coffee sale, which will be held to-day, holds out fa- 
vourable prospects, but in anticipation of this auction scarcely any busi- 
ness of note has been doing. Sugar, also, is quiet, but firm. Cotton and 
Tin continue in good demand, and both have advanced, whilst some im- 
provement has also taken place in Nutmegs and Mace, especially in conse- 
quence» f the telegram stating that the whole crop of Banda, valued at 
£500,000, was lost. This telegram, however, is thought by many to be a 
canard, because the average crop of that island is only one million of 
guilders. 

Corres is firm, and the Trading Company’s sale promises well. The 
brokers’ valuations are based on a price of 334c. for good ordinary 
greenish Java. 

SuGar exhibits but little activity. About 1,400 baskets Java, me- 
dium numbers, afloat, changed hands at about the parity of the May 
sale. 

Tga.—The public sales held bere on the 2lst inst. went off flatly, 
on an average of 5c. to 10c. below the valuations, whilst about one- 
fourth of the quantity put up was bought in. 

Tosacco (JAvA LeaAves).—For account of the Netherlands Trading 
Company the following parcels have been sold: 222 bales Ketjen, at 
88e. ; 81 bales K. K., at 45jc. ; 58 bales B. L. Kedirie, at 21}c.; and 
for private account, 663 bales E. T. B. Malang, at 27c. ; 191 bales E. 
T. B. Kederie, at 32 1-&c. 

MANILA SeGars.—Of 360,000 Manila Cheroots offered, 2a Corta- 
dos, 10,000 were sold at f.36§, and 350,000 bought in. 20,000 Manila 
Cheroots 2a Habanos 1870 sold by private treaty prior to the public 
sale. 

Srices have been in better request, aud prices are tending upward. 
A shipment of 65 cases Nutmegs, ex Jedo, has been realised here at a 
full price, which has been kept secret. 

Rice.—The market continues dull, and prices look downward. 

Ratrans. —Since my last report there have been sold 220 piculs ex 
Medea, and 300 piculs ex Metis. 

Tin has been in fair request at a further advance; Banca has sold 
for usual prompt at f.78} to f.79, and for delivery, ex the next autumn 
sale at f.763 for a few small lots. 

H1pgs.—The sales by secret tender, held at Amsterdam on the 21st 
inst., met a current result, the whole of the 14,647 Java Cows and 9,829 
Buffaloes put up, having been adjudged at the highest bids made for 
the same. A steady demand also prevails in our market; the sales 
closed comprise lots, ex Louise, Nestor, Albert Victor, Granite City, 
Maria Elizabeth, Nyassa, Magdalena, Gutenberg, Padang Packet, and 
Vraehtzoeker.

THE CHINESE IN THE UNITED STATES. 

Tue future policy of the general and State Governments 
of the United States towards the Chinese labourer can only 
be matter of conjecture. If the American people adopt the 
policy of selfishness, and rezard the Chinese as the mere raw 
material to be consumed in the production of goods, the deve- 
lopment of the wondrous resources of the Pacific slope must 
be sensibly retarded. At present, we find China existing in 
San Francisco and Sacramento as palpably as in Canton or 
Hong Kong. In San Francisco, the Chinese quarter is a 
distinct and separate locality, and certain squares of Sacra- 
mento are exclusively Chinese markets, where the parties 
engaged in each store are Chinamen and the customers Chi- 
nese. There are theatres, in which the actors are Chinese, 
the audience of the same nationality. The picture is not 
all couleur de rose, The Chinese have their gambling sa- 
loons and their resorts for the victims of opium. With few 
exceptions, the Chinese women who have immigrated have 
been brought over as articles of commerce. As yet the 
Chinese in California appear to have been morally unaffected 
by American civilisation, and a strong conviction prevails 
that if they continue to maintain their feeling of clanship 
with their individual and national characteristics, their pre- 
sence as a distinct and separate people when they pervade 
the country will become a constant source of annoyance 
and disturbance. 

As to employments, they do the washing and ironing of 
the coast, and act as cooks and as servants in every depart- 
ment of household service. Several thousands are engaged in 
San Francisco at the Pacific and Pioneer mills, where they 
manufacture woollen clothing and blankets. At these mills 
they perform every part of the labour, from the opening of 
the unwashed wool to the packing and marking of the boxes 
containing the finished fabrics prepared for shipment. Other 
woollen mills are springing up for which their labour is 
sought, and thus the wool of the Pacific coast, instead of 
being exported at the rate of twenty cents per lb., is made 
to conduce to the comfort of the people on the coast. 
Thousands more are engaged in tobacco manufactories. Be- 
sides competing with the producing classes in manual labour 
in San Francisco, the Bank of California employs them as 
experts for the detection of base or light coin. The Chinese 
took a large share, as is well known, in making the west- 
ward portion of the Pacific Railway. In the interior portion 
of California they are largely engaged in agricultural pur- 
suits, and tens of thousands are likely to find, a few years 
hence, congenial occupation in the culture of tea and the 
growth of silk. They are to be found as fishers on most of 
the large streams and rivers, and find a never-failing source 
of occupation in the gold mines, or in reworking on their 
own account auriferous alluvial deposits, a very small per- 
centage of the golden grain repaying their efforts. The treat- 
ment of the Chinese in Cuba and Peru has, however, fright- 
ened them from entering largely into the labour market in 
the cotton fields of the Southern States. 





WE are enabled to confirm the report of Mr. H. Grecory’s 
appointment to the Governorship of Ceylon. Mr. Grecory 
will not leave England until the close of the present year. 
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Tue latest information we possess with reference to the - 
American expedition to Korea is derived from a telegram 
| which tells how, after a desperate defence and the loss of 

five hundred Koreans, the stronghold of the Korea has been 
captured by the Americans. The question now is—‘ What 
will they do with it?” In his first despatch Mr. Fisn dwelt 
on the advantage which Mr. Low would derive from Mr. 
Consul-General Sewarp’s advice and co-operation. Bear- 
ing in mind the unvarying conciliation and good sense 
which have marked all Mr. Sewarn’s acts, we feel it impos- 
sible, without further evidence, to believe that the present 
proceedings can have been undertaken with his sanction. 


The Times of the 30th ult. says :—“ An Old Resident in 
China” wishes to call attention to the fact that the Chinese 
despatch is directed against the Roman Catholic missions 
exclusively, the Protestant missionaries having no extra- 
territorial privileges beyond those claimed by all foreigners 
under the Treaty, and asking for none; whereas, on the 
contrary, the Bishops of the Roman Catholic missions have 
been constantly making claims and assuming an authority in 
the North and West of the Empire which has exasperated 
both the people and the Government. The Roman Catholic 
Church has now a cathedral overlooking the Palace itself in 
Peking. 


Tue Straits Settlements Association may be congratulated 
on the success of their attempts to check the expenditure at 
Singapore, as evidenced in the speech of Colonel Anson. 
There has been no meeting held lately, but we understand 
that the matter of the judicial arraugements in the colony is 
under consideration, We believe that the result will give 
satisfaction in the colony. We have more than once pointed 
out the urgency of this question and the necessity of finding 
a thoroughly efficient successor to the late Chief Justice of 
the Straits Settlements. 


At the next meeting of the Suez Canal shareholders, on 
the 20th ult., it is understood the opinion of the meeting 
will be taken as to the position and affairs of the Company, 
with a view of reorganising the same under English auspices. 
M. de Lesseps is at present in London, for the purpose of 
receiving the investiture of K.C.S.I., which has been con- 
ferred on him by Her Majesty. 


THE EXPEDITION TO KOREA. 
The mails from New York bring some details of hostilities be- 
tween the Chinese of the Korean Peninsula and the combined 
naval forces of the United States and France :— 


A despatch from Washington says :—*“ About the Ist June our 
Minister in China, with Atmisat Rogers, made an expedition to 
the Korean Peninsula. This expedition was undertaken for the 
purpose of endeavouring to make a treaty with the Korean au- 
thorities for the protection of shipwrecked sailors of civilised 
nations, who, when hitherto cast upon the shores of the penin- 
sula, have been made slaves, or murdered, or otherwise ill- 
treated. The expedition was also accompanied by a French, an 
English, and a Prussian vessel. Our Minister and the Korean 
Envoys exchanged professions of amicable intentions. The 
Koreans made no objection to a survey of their waters, and 
the Monocacy, Palos, and, on June 1, four steam launches, 
under Commander Blake, were sent to examine the River 
Sable at a point called Difficult Passage, where navigation was 
most perilous. Masked batteries, manned by several thousand 
Koreans, were unmasked, and opened a heavy fire without warn- 
ing upon our people. The French ship in advance fought gal- 
lantly, and our vessels bearing up drove the enemy from their 
works. The tide swept all the ships past the batteries, after which 
they anchored, and commenced throwing shells amongst the re- 
treating enemy. The eight-inch shells were evidently not ex- 
pected by the Koreans. The J/onocucy was slightly injured by 
striking upon a sunken rock. The vessels were but slightly da- 
maged, and only two men were wounded. A communication was 
received June 3 from the Korean Guvernment which may open 
negotiations. Otherwise, since the Koreans have met peaceful 
overtures with unprovoked war, our forces'will land, and, destroy- 
ing the forts, will take such other measures as the interests of 
civilisation require.” 

A Cabinet meeting was held at Washington on the 16th ult., 
at which Secretary Robeson read the above despatch. As Ad- 
miral Rogers received full instructions before starting on the

THE CHINA CONSULAR SERVICE. 

We have received the first Report of the Select Committee on 
Diplomatic and Consular Services. Among its contents, most in- 
teresting to our readers, is the following despatch from the Se- 
cretary of the Treasury to Mr. Hammond on the question of the 
increasing expenditure of these branches of the public service :— 


Treasury Chambers, April 1,1869. 

Sr1r,—The Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury have had 
before them your letter of the 12th ult., respecting the Diplomatic and 
Consular Estimates for China and Japan. 

The increasing cost of that branch of the public service scems to 
them to demand attention ; and the farger question of expenditure to 
which allusion has been made in the letters which have recently passed 
between the two departments will nced further discussion and considera- 
tion on the part of the Secretary of State and this Board. 

At present, however, my Lords will deal only with the Estimate for 
the financial year 1869-70, which must be presented to Parliament 
without delay. 

1, Newchwang.-—It appears to their Lordships that justice is scarcely 
done to St. Petersburg, Odessa, or Hamburzh, when those places are 
lowered to the level of Newchwang. They defer, however, to the opinion 
of the Secretary of State in favour of an effivient consular establishment 
at the latter point. They would, indecd, be most reluctant to urge upon 
his Lordship a hasty change of system in order to sccure a small imme- 
diate reduction of expense. Provision will therefore be made in the 
Estimate for a consul at the rate of £900 a-year. 

2. Salary of Consul at Amoy.—Thcir Lordships regret that they 
have been unable to see sufficient reason for the proposed increase of 
salary to the consul at Amoy. 

8. Shipping Clerk at Shanghai.-—Vheir Lordships are most unwilling 
to assent to any increase of the total cost of the consulate at Shanghai, 
and they cannot, therefore, sanction the salary which has been proposed 
for Mr. Tapp, unless a corresponding reduction can be made in some 
other quarter. 

They would ask whether the employment of that gentleman without 
notification to their Board was not irregular.* The practice of charg- 
ing salaries upon the sum allotted to contingencies is objectionable ; their 
Lordships will not, however, require a transfer to be made during the 
ensuing year in the hope that a moro satisfactory arrangement may be 
agreed upon before the Estimates for 1870-71 are put in draft. 

4. Temporary Allowances.—Their Lordships cannot think that sa- 
tisfactory reasons have been adduced for the payment of these allow- 
ances after the date originally named. In deference, however, to the 
wishes of Lord Clarendon, they will make provision for them up to Slat 
March, 1870, upon the understanding that they are then to cease, un- 
less sufficient cause be shown for their renewal, and that if any of them 
be renewed they be considered de novo cach year. 

Tam to request that Lord Clarendon’s attention may be directed to a 
question asked in the letter from this Board of the 8th ult., whetierany 
gencral rules have been laid down for the guidance of Consuls in the 
entertainment of guests at the public expense. 

5. House Allowances (extra) to Officers of the Supreme Court and 
Rents of Consular Buildings.—Their Lordships would remind Lord 
Clarendon thut the extra allowances in question were granted to this by 
this Board on the recommendation of the Secretary of State; they 
would not, therefore, feel justified in altering them, except after con- 
sultation and in concert with him. They understand Lord Clarendon to 
have no objection to the discontinuance of these allowances after March 
31, 1870. 

aAs regards the rents of consulates, it is to be observed that my Lords 
have inserted in the estimates, year by year, the sum of £3,000 for the 
rent of the Legation in Japan, and £2,6U0 for the rents of consular 
buildings in China and Japan, upon tho authority of tho Secretary of 
State. 

They are anxious to know the grounds upon which the estimate is 
based, in order to be certain that an estimate would not be taken for the 
same service twice over. It is difficult, moreover, to reconcile that sum 
with the accounts so far as they have been rendered to the Audit Office. 

Their Lordships feel sure that Lord Clarendon will be anxious that 
the most accurate figures obtainable should be submitted to Parliament, 
and it was for that end they asked for any information it might be in 
the power of his department to afford. 

They now propose, in the absence of any details, to ask a lump sum 
of £5,600 for Lezation and Consular buildings in China and Japan. 

6. Consular Chapels.—Their Lordships are glad to find that Lord 
Clarendon is of opinion that the assistance given to chaplains and 
churches requires careful consideration, and that he proposes to intimate, 
through Sir R. Alcock, to the communities assisted, that they must be 
prepared for a reduction of the Government grants. My Lords are of 
opinion that it is desirable to make some such reduction on the face of 
the Estimate at once. 

Such a measure would serve to convince all parties that certainly a 
seduction, and possibly a withdrawal, of grants is contemplated by Her 
Majesty’s Government. Their Lordships trust, accordingly, that the 
Secretary of State will not object to a diminution of the Estimate from 
£4,000 to £3,000. 

If, contrary to the expectations of their Lordships, it should be found 
impossible, without unnecessary hardship or breach of faith, to effect 
the whole of this reduction within the financial year, they will not ob- 
ject to provide, out of other votes, for the excess. 

7. Medical Assistance.—The Sccretary of State has misunderstood 
the obsrvations of this Board, both as to revision of salaries and as to 
‘© eleermnosynary” medical assistance. It is not, however, necessary in 
the present letter to trouble his Lordship with explanations on these 
heads. 

8. Japan.—It is with great regret that their Lordships have felt un- 
able to accede to the appointment of an additional assistant in Japan. 
The very large increase which has taken place in the services of China 





Was the subject of correspondence with the Treasury n January, 1866. 
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and Japan during the last few years, make them most unwilling, a3 at 
present advised, to sanction any further addition to the total cost of 
either branch. : 

9. Form of Estimate.—Their Lordships do not wish to recommend a 
change in the form of Estimate. They think, however, that Parliament 
ought to be furnished with a statement of the distribution of the staff, 
at the latest date available ; and thatsuch statement should be appended 
to the Estimate. 

10. I am to expreas a hope that the information asked for in the letter 
from this Board, dated 8th ultimo, may be obtained, as promised by 
Lord Clarendon, as soon as {t can be collected.—I am, &c.

On the 5th May, 1869, tho Earl of CuarEnvoy, writing to Sir 
RuzHexrorp Axcock, for the purpose of transmittin copy of the 
cova for Consular Services for the year ending March 1870, 
said :— 

My principal object in writing to you on the present occasion is to 
intimate to you the desire of Her Majesty’s Government that. you should 
make the most searching inquiry into the expenditure on account of the 
several Consulates, with the view of asvertaining whether it may not be 
possible to bring it within narrower limits, or at all events whether it 
might not be distributed in a different manner so as to make it suffice 
for the expanding demands of commercial development. 

Our intercourse with China is subject to a condition differing in a 
very essential point from the condition under which intercourse is car- 
tied on generally with other countries, and which involves a consider= 
able expenditure, namely, that at every port to which British trade and 
shipping are admitted, there must be a duly appointed Consular officer, 
qualified to deal impartially with questions which may arise, as having - 
no personal interest in their solution, and of sufficient judgment and 
discretion to admit of the magisterial duties, whether of a civil or 
criminal nature, which he is called upon to perform, being safely en- 

trusted to his hands, 

In dealing, therefore, with this state of things with a view to economy, 
the first point to be considered is, whether the British trading and 
shipping interests at the different ports where consular officers are now 
stationed, are of that amount as to make it worth while to incur the 
expense of maintaining them, or whether the alternative of breaking up 
the Consulate, and with it putting a stop to British trade at any parti- 
cular port, may not be resorted to. 

The expediency of withdrawing a Consulate from a port, and thereby 
abandoning it as a place of trade, suggests a further doubt how far such 
a course is prudent. Her Majesty’s Government cannot forget that 
for many years after the port of Foo-chow-Foo was open to British 
trade it was opened to no purpose. But fortunately a emull Consular 
establishment was kept up, and the right to frequent the port main- 
tained; and it appears by the last return that the agyrezate amount of ‘ 
direct British import and export trade at that port was, during the last 
year, £5,890,036, finding employment for British ships, entered and 
cleared, to the number of 574, with atonnage of 274,441 tons. The 
samo promises to be the case at Chinkiang, where the Consulate was 
hardly abolished, and the port made an outport of Shanghai, when the 
prospect of a large trade has been opened, and youlave found it necessary to 
advocate the re-establishment of un independent Consulate at the port. 

Still, and notwithstanding these warnings, I wish you to consider 
whether it might not be advisable and practicable to suppress the Con- 
sulates at some of the smaller ports, and either by doing »o reduce the 
general expeniliture, or take advantage of the saving so effected to open 
other ports more promising, and especially the one in the island of 
Hainan, to which we have already a treaty right of access, of which, 
from motives of economy, we have never availed ourselves, but which, 
looking to the position of the island and its immediate vicinity to very 
important districts of China not yet opened up to foreizn intercourse, 
might form the seat of a most valuable and important trade. 

Another point for consideration is whether, on vacancies occurring, 
the ratvs of salary assigned to officers of the ranks of Consul and Vice- 
Consul should be maintained on their present footing. And this brings 
me to the question of special aud temporary allowances. These allow- 
ances, amounting in the aggregate to £2,400 a-ycar, were granted at 
your recommendation, and that of Sir Frederick Bruce, to various per- 
sons employed in the Consulates at Shanghai, Hankow, Kiu-kiang, and 
Foo-chow- foo, to enable thein to meet the increase in the cost of living, 
occasioned by special circumstances, whicli at the time you laid before 
Her Majesty’s Government. 

I fear there can be no hope of any reduction being made in the num- 
bers of interpreters and assistants now borne on the establishment, 
looking to the fact that, not to mention consuls and interpreter who 

have lately died, the number of public servants in China of all classes, 
exclusive of those attachcd to the Supreme Court, now absent on leave, 
on account of sickness or for reasonable indulgence, after many years’ 
continuous residence in China, is no less than eleven, divided as follows 
—viz., one Secretary of Legation, two Consuls, one Vice-Consul, two 
interpreters, and five assistants ; and that a premature diversion of the 
student interpreters from their studies of the language would be destruc- 
tive of the vory object for which they are appointed. The number of 
these should be fifteen ; but casualties of one kind or other so frequently 
occur that it is difficult to maintain them at the full number. But at all 
events I'am aware thut onlya very few of the senior students who may have 
completed two years’ residence at Peking can be available for employment 
in the Consulates to supply deficiencies occasioned by the absence of 
assistants. I am aware that you are desirous that tho number of as- 
sistants should be increased to enable you to mcet unexpected calls for 
assistance at different Consulates. Without, however, any intention to 
disturb the existing arrangements as regards the junior classes of the - 
service being considered available for general employment at any Con- 
sulate as they may be wanted, I should wish to recvive from you a 
statement, made up to the 31st December in each year, of the actual 
distribution of the gencral staff in China at that date, with a list of the 
names and position of officers who may be absent on Icave, 

The te amount estimated for writcrs and linguists at China is 
stated at £2,800 a-year. Ishould be glad to receive from you a state- 











mont showing the exact nature of duties performed by each class, the 
numbers employed in the Mission and at each of the consulates, and the 
salaries paid to each individual. 

Another item of expenditure stated in general terms in the Estimate 
is that for waes and allowances to gaolers, constables, watchmen, boat- 
men, porters, conlies and others. I should wish, as in the case of the 
writers and linguists, to receive from you an annual return specifying 
the number of persons in the several classes employed in each Con- 
sulate, with the rate of wages given to each individual, and distinguish- 
ing, moro especially in the case of gaolers and constables, those of Eu- 
ropean or colonial origin from those of Asiatic origin; or of other 
European or of Chinese nationality. 

There is one special point on which I should be glad to have your 
opinion, arising out of the altered character which the trade is assuming 
and is likely to possess tu a still greater degree. I mean the tendency 
that it appears to have to pass out of British into Chinese hands, in the 
same way as in the Levant it has in great measure passed out of British 
into Greck hands. Now, however, this change may affect the interesta 
of British merchants, it will probably, as in the Levant, tend to a 
larger development of trade in British goods; but the question will 
arise to what extent Consular protection will be needed to protect 
that trade in Chinese hands. As long as British shipping is employed 
in distributing British goods, however owned, to Chinese ports, it would 
indeed be scarcely consistent with prudence or with our international 
engagements towards China to withdraw the protection and control 
which, irrespective of trade property so called, the British Consular 
authorities now exercise in behalf of British shipping. 

I wish you to sond me with your report an account of the rents paid 
at each of the Consulates during the year 1868, and also of the expen- 
diture on Consular buildings and furniture. 

Ihave deferred till the close of my letter the question of medical 
assistance and Consular chapels. On the first point the Board of 
Treasury entertains a very decided opinion that as a general rule it 
should be placed under great restrictions. The appoigtment of a medi- 
cal officer to the mission at Peking rests not only on the consideration 
of the large number of British public officers (the Minister and his 
diplomatic staff, the student, interpreters, and the escort) assembled at 
that place, but also on the political value at which the presence of such 
an officer, attached to the mission and available at the orders of the 
Minister to afford medical relief to Chinese patients, may rightly be es- 
timated. : 

I should wish you to accompany this report with a return for the 
year 1868, showing the numbers of British subjects, distinguishing 
those of European or Colonial origin from those of Asiatic origin, con- 
fined in the lock-ups or gaols of each Consulate, with the average 
length of confinement in each case, and also with an account of the 
moneys expended in medical assistance at the different Consulates for 
the same year. 

The remaining question {s that of Consular chapels. It is not un- 
attended with difficulty, but at the same time it requires to be very 
closely looked at, to avoid incurring an expenditure on Government ac- 
count in excess of what the public should be called upon to defray. 

I am aware that a larger amount of salary than is required at ordi- 
nary places either in the old or new world may be required to secure 
the services of competent chaplains in China. But, on the other hand, 
the wealth of British mercantile establishments is doubtless far greater 
than what it is in most countries. This consideration should regulate 
the amount of assistance to be given in any case, and in some it would 
militate against giving any assistance at all. The congregations are too 
much in the habit of calculating on receiving from Government the full 
amount of contributions made by British residents. You will undeceive 
them in this respect. In no case will Her Majesty’s Government here- 
after grant more than sufficient to eke out the local contributions from 
whatever source they may proceed ; and even that they may do so much, 
Her Majesty’s Government must be satisfied that communities have 
themselves contributed what, in proportion to their means, may be con- 
sidered a fair sum, 


In the course of his evidence before the committee Sir Ruther- 
ford Alcock said he had been thirty-one years in the service, and 
was the only survivor of the five original consuls sent to China in 
the establishment of consular ports. His staff at Peking consists 
of a Chinese secretary and two second secretaries of legation ; 
the Chinese secretary and the first secretary of legation are 
in one ; Mr. Wade, on account of his attainments in Chinese, 
combining the two offices. Then there is an assistant Chinese 
secretary, a chaplain (a missionary who performs the duties there), 
anda physician. The employes in the consular service, nominally 
fifteen in number, receive £200 a-year, and are required to pass 
through the student interpreterships and pass an examination in 
the Chinese vernacular after two years’ service. This system 
works well, and these gentlemen are likely to fill the higher posts 
in the Consular Service in China as they grow older. The general 
establishment under Sir R. Alcock’s control is thirteen consuls, 
five vice-consuls, eleventinterpreters, and twenty assistants, making 
forty-nine in all, exclusive of student interpreters. The year 
before last there was a careful revision made in the establishment, 
in consequence of instructions from the Foreign-office. The staft 
was not so much reduced as the contingencies, the chaplaincies, 
medical attendants, writers, linguists, &c. The staff at Peking 
is very hard worked. The mission has a house selected in Lord 
Elgin’s time, but rebuilt since, for which a rent of Tis. 1,000 is 
paid to the Foreign-office. The expenses of living have increased 
within the last ten years, but, on the whole, the Consular Service is 
considereda liberalone. Society in China was formerly very extrava- 
gant. The merchants used to keep large establishments, some of them 
princely establishments, and upon a very lavish scale of expendi- 
ture. e last four or five years has seen a great change in that 
Tespect. A great] many of the houses have been bankrupt and 
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ruined, and competition is increasing daily. Germans and others 
come there who can live upon very moderate means, and there is 
great competition from the Chinese also, who are getting a large 
portion of the trade of distribution into their own hands,—and 
they can live where Europeans would starve. All these things 
have tended to curb the lavish and extravagant expenditure 
which was ruining everybody. The Germans have a representa- 
tive at Peking. Their business has extended very largely, prin- 
cipally in the coasting trade from the greater cheapness 1n work- 
ing their ships. They take a very large proportion of the coasting 
trade ; principally because they can work their ships cheaper 
than we work ours. In the British service it is generally under- 
stood that, unless ill health should compel it, leave should not be 
asked for under four or five years. It is entirely at the discretion 
of the Secretary of State ; but after five years’ continuous service 
generally a twelvemonth is not considered an unreasonable allow- 
ance, which would come pretty much to what it is in Europe 
supposing the leave were cumulated. The first secretary is also 
Chinese secretary, in consequence of his attainments, and receives 
combined pay; that is to say, considering that the first secretary 
of legation would have £800, and that as the Chinese secretary he 
would have £800 ; instead of receiving the £1,600, when the two 
officers were combined, he received £1,200. Thanks to Mr. Wade’s 
labours, who has devoted twenty years of his life to the subject, we 
have now a whole course of progressive lessons for the assistance of 
the juniors. There are forty progressive lessons to commence with ; 
and as there are two years given for the acquisition of the lan- 
guage, any one who studies the tvhole series with diligence and 
ability will have a very competent knowledge of Chinese for @ 
beginning. The British Legation is the largest in Peking. The 
guard, selected from the police force, is essential to the dignity of 
the Legation. A great amount of entertaining falls on the Bri- 
tish Minister. Visitors cannot come in the winter, but durin 
the whole summer there is one continuous stream of visitors of a 
ranks and descriptions. Sir R. Alcock received two of the French 
princes, the Duke of Edinburgh with his suite, and every year 
visits from naval officers, from the Admiral, and from the Chief 
Judge. These are in our own service; but there are, besides, 
visitors from India, and visitors from Australia and Europe; 
some foreign, but many English going through Mongolia. Others, 
again, merely coming to see Peking, and merchants who wish to 
have information and to see the country. No well-frequented 
hotel could be better filled than the British Legation. Sir 
Rutherford Alcock had, on one occasion, the Austrian Mission, con- 
sisting of Baron Petz and several officers with their servants, to 
entertain for many weeks. Mr. Hart is not in our service now, 
but in the service of the Imperial Government. He is Inspector- 
General of Maritime Customs ; but we educated him for the Con- 
sular Service, in which he served four years. He left the service 
of the Queen for the service of the Celestial Empire, and we have 
lost two or three more in the same way. The service which he is 
in now pays him well; he gets quite as much, probably, as any 
Minister of a foreign Power, but I do not believe that it exceeds 
£6,000 a-year. It was said that the treaty which was not sanc- 
tioned by the Foreign-office would have made a difference of some- 
thing like 30 per cent.to that large income, that is assuming that he 
was paid bya per centage, but he is supposed to have a fixed salary. 
It is a great advantage to a minister to know Chinese, unques- 
tionably—as it is in any country to be able to speak direct to the 
authorities and transact your own business. Rather a contrary 
opinion has been given by a gentleman who was examined before ; 
he said that he would prefer taking an officer from the general 
service for the highest appointments. That is an idea that has 
been very much encouraged by the merchants; they think that 
they would like new blood ; that when a man has beena great 
many years in China he gets orientalised, and a fixed set of ideas, 
or & bias which is not always in accordance with their views or 
their supposed interests; and therefore they would like to see 
some entirely fresh blood brought in. The dangers and the wear 
and tear of a residence there, are far beyond what any mission 
in Europe is exposed to. Then, on the other hand, the salaries 
are much higher, so that, to a certain extent, compensates in the 
higher retirement it secures. But it is a fact that the pension is 
generally calculated on the amount of salary, and in that sense, 
the members of the Chinese and Japanese services do get a cer- 
tain amount of compensation, inasmuch as they have higher 
salaries. ‘ 

Sir R. Alcock’s examination closed with this reply to questions 
pe by Mr. Kinnaird :—Do you think that the recent events that 

ave taken place, the massacre there, and the failure of negotia- 
tions, have rather shown that all the benefits of the centring of 
the embassy at Peking have not been realised ?—I think that de- 
pends very much upon what was anticipated as the likely result 
of a minister at Peking. If it was expected of it that there should 
be no breaches of treaties and no popular outbreaks, and no vio- 
lation of treaties, why certainly it has not answered that pur- 
Sai The unsatisfactory result depends on so many causes. 

irst of all, the Central Government is weak in the pro- 
vinces, and has a very weakened hold over its own people 
and provincial authorities. The Emperor is in his mino- 
rity, which further weakens the central administration. They 
have just come out, if indeed they are out, of a vast in- 
surrection, which devastated the whole country and weakened all 
the springs of government ; and they are in a state of transi- 
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tion themselves, from having been brought into contact with 
foreign Powers who have their own exigencies, and with fo- 
reign merchants who import among the people fresh ideas, as well 
as goods. Their position is something like that which a govern- 
ment ina neiehboag state now is; and they feel unequal to 
grapple with its difficulties and exigencies. All these are causes 
why no diplomacy can lead to perfect results, as far as absolute 
security to life goes, or the getting full redress whenever any 
wrong is done. : 

But you admit that the end hag been, in this instance, unsatis- 
factory ; but you say that it is owing to the causes that you have 
mentioned ?—I do not think it is at all a satisfactory result, but 
I think it is inevitable with a country in such as state as China 
is in. 

Would not it be a very wise thing to have the arin system 
extended to employing native Chinese as a guard; has it ever 
been suggested to you that it would be desirable, at the principal 
consular ports, for the English representatives to have a small 
force at sheiz own disposal, which was strongly recommended by 
Admiral Sir James Hope, so as actually to defend them in this 
lawless state of matters 1—I do not know that there has b een any 
distinct proposition on the subject ever before me. 


THE HONG KONG QUESTION. 
(To the Editor of The London and China Telegraph.) 

Smm,—Permit me to correct an unintentional error committed 
in my letter from Hamburg, which appeared in your issue of the 
28th inst., viz., that the East India Government paid one-third 
of the expenses incurred for the diplomatic service in China, and 
which I estimated at about £8,000. I now find in the estimates 
for Civil Services, viz., Colonial and Consular Services for 1871-72, 
under extra receipts, on account of Her Majesty’s Mission in 
China, an amount equal to one-third of the net expenditure (dip- 
lomatic), estimated at £2,700. Again, under Consular Services, 
one-third of the expenditure in China, repayable to the Exchequer 
out of Indian revenue, is estimated for 1871-72 at £22,676 ; 
making a tutal of £25,376. Still, this does not affect my argu- 
ment for the payment of a share of the military expenditure in- 
curred in China by the Imperial Government, out of Indian 
tevenue, to the relief of Hong Kong.—Your obedient servant,

THE AMERICAN INVASION OF KOREA. 
(THE GLOBE.) 

The American expedition, under Admiral Rodgers, is making rapid 

preset in the conquest of Korea. Mr. Consul Markham’s telegram 

rom Shanghai reports the capture of a stronghold on King Hoa 
Island, after a desperate resistance, with the loss of ten killed and 
wounded on the American side against 500 of the Koreans. Except 
as regards the latter number, the simultaneous telegram from Waah- 
oa is confirmatory of Mr. Markham’s despatch to the Foreign- 
office. 

Here, then, is the opening of a new chapter in the history of that 
forced intercourse between civilised and semi-civilised races, in which 
it has fallen to the lot of our own country to play so prominent a part; 
and while the matters in question between the United States and 
Korea are yet simple, it is worth while to note these first beginnings 
of their international relations. We are so apt ourselves to shake our 
heads over the faults of our fathers, to look on our position in India, 
China, and elsewhere as the fruit of violence and immorality, to re- 
gard our posseasions in the light of an illegitimate offspring, which it 
was wrong to call into being, but which it would be also wrong to de- 
sert, that we are satisfied, could we only have our national life over 
again, we should act very differently from our predecessora. There is, 
of course, a strong smack of well-to-do hypocrisy in all this; a re- 
pentance by proxy is not edifying, and is generally false in proportion 
to its demonstrativeness. But even the sleek traffickers in Brumma- 
gem virtue among ourselves have not been so hard upon us for our 
overbearing demeanour towards Asiatic races as the Americans have 
been. With regard to China, in particular, a thread of self-laudation 
runs through the whole series of despatches, and it is self-laudation at 
the expense of the Britisher, who is always held up as the representa- 
tive of violence, 

No matter what the provocation may have been, all the collisions 
we have had with the Chinese are held to be unjustifiable. Our trea- 
ties are condemned as having been made by force, without any refer- 
ence to the fact that the use ‘of force may have itself been forced on 
us; and American representatives have been always fluttering about 
the Chinese Court with the olive branch in their mouth, and making 
political capital out of the contrast they were enabled to draw between 
their own meek and Christianlike behaviour and the “ tyrannic 

licy ” which was the special distinction of the British. This maud- 

n attitude was safe enough, and might even be profitable, so long as 
it was felt that Great Britain could be trusted to protect the common 
interests of all foreign residents in China, American among the rest. 
It was impossible, indeed, for our Government to defend the interests 
of its own subjects without at the same time extending its protection 
to all otber foreigners, and under these circumstances there was consi- 
derable “ cuteness” in the Americana seeking credit for their submis- 
siveness, whiie leaving their interests with confidence in other hands. 

It is somewhat remarkable, however, that in proportion as the Bri- 
tish Government has become indifferent to its own interests in China 


the American Government has become alive to the possibility of 


having to do something for itself. As the British fleet in the East has 





munications with the Chinese hag likewise undergone a change. The 
present Minister, Mr. Lowe, harping on the old string of unmitigated 
love, has been gently warned by Mr. Hamilton Fish that a change may 
come over the traditional policy of the United States in China—in 
other words, that as some Power must undertake to keep the Chinese 
to their engagements, the abandonment of this daty by Great Britain 
might cause it to devolve on the United States, in which case the 
humble and submissive mask would have to be laid aside. 

Their action in Korea leaves no doubt of what is now the policy of 
the American Government. It is no unforeseen accident that hag 
precipitated matters there. It is not the impulae of some hot-headod 
officer that has plunged two countries into war. The expedition, as 
we lately pointed out, has undergone a long period of gestation, some- 
thing over three years. It is more than twelve months since the fiat 
went forth from Washington which is now being fulfilled. Korea 
must be opened. Had France or England undertaken this task, it 
would have been opened to American politicians to denounce the 
tyranny and what not, and to share the benefit. But as it happens, 
America has taken the whole onus on herself, and must henceforth 
hold somewhat different language concerning the doings of England 
in the East. 

Mr. G. F. Seward had some carefully-prepared ‘‘ argumenta,” which 
were “ to be advanced to show the Koreans that a juster consideration 
of Eastern States is prevailing in the West.” How far he got in ex- 
pounding those arguments we shall, perhaps, hear by-and-by. In the 
meantime, the “ argument” of 481 cannon captured, and 243 Koreans 
killed, old-fashioned as it is, will probably have been found more effi- 
cacious in convincing the Koreans, if not of the ‘‘juster considera- 
tion,” at least of the determination of the West to bring the kingdom 
of Korea within that happy family which American statesmen are 80 
fond of calling the comjty of nations. 








Monetary and Commercial. 


The Salvage Oommittee—probably the name by which the As- 
sociation for the protection of commercial interests as respects 
wrecked or damaged property is best known—has published a va- 
luable circular, drawing attention to the numerous unreasonable 
and unfair clauses of exemption which are now being introduced 
into bills of lading for the Far East. These new conditions, if 
they carried any weight with them, would really deprive shippers 
of all control over the treatment, delivery, and destination of 
their goods. According to these new clauses, ships are to be at 
full liberty to call and stay at any ports out of their customary 
route, to sail without pilots, and not to be held liable for any 
damage resulting from defective machinery, careless navigation 
fire caused by heedlessness, injury from other cargo of a dele- 
terious nature, dishonesty (mildly called ‘‘ pilferage”) on the 
part of the shipowners’ servants, or any other wrong (equally 
euphuistically catalogued as “misdoing, error in judgment 
negligence, and default”) by the same would-be privileged class. 
It is hardly necessary for us to remind our experienced readers 
that not one of these monstrous stipulations would “ hold water” 
in the event of a case depending on them being brought into 
Court. We have the highest legal authority for stating that no 
stipulation or condition, however couched, can supersede the 
English “law of carriage” in the British Empire, or any of its 
dependencies. But, lest any of the recent innovations in the 
forms of bills of lading should fulfil their design of imposing on 
the unwary or the inexperienced, we recommend our readers to 
consult the work commonly called “ Abbott on Shipping.” The 
full title of this compendium of English Jaw, which remains the 
standard of reference, is “A Treatise on the Law of Merchant 
Ships and Seamen,” and has been repeatedly edited by distin- 
guished lawyers since its first publication, which laid the founda- 
tion of the deserved reputation of the future Lord Chief Justice 
Tenterden. To consult this invaluable book will save any of our 
readers, who may be uncertain as to the law, from all the respon- 
sibilities now most unfairly sought to be imposed on them. The 
above association has made a general canvass of underwritets and 
merchants on the subject, and the Liverpool Chamber of Oom- 
merce has also taken up the question.

COFFEE. 

The market for Ceylon has shown but little change during the foré- 
night ; a fair demand has been shown for both Plantation and Native, 
and a considerable amount of business has been done at rates showing 
slight variation from those quoted in our report of the 19th ult. The 
public sales have been extensive; Plantation has met a good demand, 
and coloury kinds have sold readily at firmer prices, other qualities 
selling steadily. A rather large supply of Native has been chiefly 
bought in.

6d. to 
50s. 6d.; fine pea-berry, 60s. to 6ls. 6d. Of Singapore 529 hags 
sea-damaged bulked have been sold—good at 60s., mixed at 522. to 
55s., sound being bought in at 60s.; 4 subsequent offer of 465 bags 
peer sold--mixed at 655s., first-class sea-damaged Bonthyne at 
59s. 6d. 

The movements for the past week are of greater magnitude than 
for a long time past; the landings, which inclnde 940 tons of fo- 
reign, are 500 tons in excess of last year, but the total deliveries, 
owing chiefly to the large exports to France, amount to 3,286 
tons, and are 1,770 tons larger than in 1870, so that the stock 
ig again importantly diminished, and the deficiency increased to 
the large amount of 6,000 tons. Stock, June 17, 16,095 tons, 
against 20,583 tons; June 24, 14,473 tons, against 20,503 tons. 
The quantity of Ceylon Coffee afloat for Great Britain is estimated 
as follows:—Plantation, 269,648 cwt., against 234,700 cwt. at the 
corresponding date of 1870; Native 37,024 cwt., against 24,582 
ewt.

The quan- 
tity of Coftee landed in the twenty-five weeks ended June 24, 1871, 
was, of Ceylon, 14,007 tons, against 15,918 tons during the correspond- 
ing period of 1870 ; of all descriptions, 26,382 tons, againat 24,295 
tons. The quantity entered for home consumption was, of Ceylon, 
6,112 tons, against 5,156 tons; of all descriptions, 9,245 tons, against 
8,708 tons. The quantity exported was, of Ceylon, 14,077 tong, against 
12,212 tons; of all descriptions, 27,462 tons, against 19,303 tons. The 
stock on June 24 was, of Ceylon, 8,423 tons, against 12,409 tons; 
of all descriptions, 14,473 tons, against 20,508 tons.
